LAUDS THE CELTS. 


Tolls Sons of St. Patrick They Are | 
“Fine Men, but Must Remem- 


New York, March Special. ]—The visit 
which President Roosevelt paid New York 


today lasted just eleven hours, In that time | 


he attended a luncheon, gave away a bride at 
a wedding, ntade speeches at two dinners, and 
pleased the populace mightily by going 
through the motions of a jig to the tuas of 


“ St. Patrick's Day in the Morning “on the | 


balcony at Delmonico's. This last was not 
on the program, but it was the most popular 
feature of the strenuows day. Thousands 
who saw it cheered like mad. 

A crowd filled Fifth avenue when the 
president arrived at Delmonico’s for the 
“ould "sod" banquet, As soon as he en- 
tered the building the crowd began to melt 
away, but all movement was arrested when 
suddenly the outside of the building became a 
blaze of white and green electric lights. Then 
out on the balcony of the second floor on the 


| Fifth avenue side stepped the president. 


Roosevelt Dances a Jig. 

The people rushed back in a second, and 
Fifth avenue held the crowd packed solidly 
between the porch lines and stretching up 
and down for*blocks, They got in front of 
the regiment, drawn up prepared to move, 
and swept away the police. As President 
Roosevelt looked down he was saluted with 
a cheer that drowned out “ Hail to the Chief” 
which the band struck up. , 

Detectives and some of the earlier arrivals 
among the dinera stood on the background 
of the balcony at Delmonico’s, but the pres- 


ident stood alone, bowing response to deafen- | 


ing cheers. 

Then, just: as the cheers died away, the 
band played “ Patrick's Day in the Morn- 
ing.”” It made every one’s feet go, and it 
made the president's, High up above the 
throng he could be seen, hat in the air, bob- 
bing up and down to the magic tune and 
laughing like a boy. Everybody laughed, in- 
cluding the policeman, and then there came a 
roar, “ Teddy,” “ Teddy,” from thousands of 
throats.

The president was seen today by more per- 
sons and received more cheers than 01 any 
previous visit’ he ever had made here. 
While, strictly speaking, it was an Irish- 
man’s holiday, judged from thetrowds in thé 
streets, it was almost everybody's holiday, 
with the president the chief attractionof the 
show. And nobody in it seemed more please 
thanhe. 

In Hollow Square of Policemen. 

President Rooseveit arrived from Washing- 
ton at 12:53 p. m. at the Pennsylvania station 
in Jqrsey.City. His train was two minutes 
ahead of time, The party consisted of Presi- 
dent and Mrs. Roosevelt, Ethel Roosevelt, 
Secretary Loeb, and Dr. Stokes. They trav- 
eled in two special cars attached to the regu- 
lar express. . a 

Police Commissioner McAdoo had assigned 
Secretary Howell to meet the president at 
Jersey City. Chief Murphy of Jersey City 
had fifty policemen out, including his detach- 
ment of six footers. These fortned a hollow 
square about the president in the ceremonious 
way the Jersey City police have of doing 
things. As oh previous occasions, the hollow” 
square had_to stop a minute in its transit 
down the platform for the president to 
shake hands with the engineer and the fire- 
man. Then he;went down the elevator to the 
floor below an¥d gheers. 

President and Mrs. Roosevelt, Ethel Roose- 
velit, and Secretary Loeb, after getting into a 
carriage which was ready for tliem, had a 
short wait because there was no ferryboat in 
he slip. Faur mounted policemen kept guard 
around the carriage, on the box of which sat 
a pecret service man. The carrigge was an 
open ohne, and when it rolled oh the boat 
pound for Twenty-third street those who 
crowded on board had all the chance they

e carriage anchored at the driveway near 
the bow.

It was atpyical moonday ferryhoat crowd. 
On it were many women, some with babies. 
Some mothers got excited and raised ‘their 
babies high in their arms for the presidential 
benediction. The president gave it, amid 
howls from the babies, by rising slightly in 
his carriage and doffing his silk hat. Mrs. 
Roosevelt smiled at the show. All the way 
over the party was stared at, cheered at, and 
hallooed at by men, mothers, and babies. 

The president got his first glimpse of the 
St. Patrick's day crowd in going through 
Twenty-fourth street to Fifth avente. Those 
who favored that street did so With the hope 
of seeing the chief magistrate. They were 


at every window, waving flags. Between 


Seventh and Eighth avenues an old man 
in a balcony leaned far out, like Barbara 
Frietchie, and let down an enormous flag, 
which almost touched the president's head.

Chloroform Advised for Those Un- 
fitted to Reproduce Kind. 


WOMAN, SOLVES PROBLEM. 


Plea Is Made for Change of 


Attitude 


New York, 17.~[Special.]—Mrs. 
Eligabeth B. Grannis, president of the Na- 
tional Christian League for the Promotion of 
Purity, led the discussign tonight on the sub- 
ject, “ The Responsibility @f Fatherhood,” 
at the Manhattan Liberal Club. She recom- 
mended the chloroform treatment for hope- 
less criminals, degenerates, idiots, and such 
persons as scientific judges agree ought never 
ta reproduce their like. 

For the rest she recommended the teaching 
of young children all the way from infancy 
to maturity that they are building their char- 
acters, trainigg themselves, and being trained 
to become parents. 


_ Problem in Defective Offspring. 

** What of the lack of paternal! responsibil- 
ity in the record of more than 800,000 de- 
fective offspring in the public Institutions 
of this government born out of wedlock?’ 
she asked. “ All hopeless people, without 
ways, means, or capacity for self-support, all 
who are utterly unfit to perpetuate the race, 
should be provided for at the expense of the 
government.’’ 

Mrs. Grannis said children born out of wed- 
lock should inherit the name and property of 
the father. Christian ethical organizations 
and individuals should appeal for placing 
legal responsibility upon fathers out of wed- 
lock, as the National Purity league and Na- 
tional Council of Women already have done. 

“ Does any sensitive, refined person at 30, 
40, 50, or 70 years of age enjoy the memory 
of physical punishment inflicted wisely or 
unwisely by & father?” she asked. ‘ Men 
and women who say they were not whipped 
enough in youth are only victims of an ia- 
herited, coarse ignorance or exaggerate to 
pervert doctrinal truths. 


Should Realize Responsibility. 

"The best woman who ever became a wife 
or mother never has been endowed with gifts 
by nature or the creator by which she or het 
children can afford to dispe with the in- 
alienable right of every child to the loving 
training of the father who realizes his re- 
sponsibility. No father assumes his responsi- 
bility to his children by simply providing 
them with funds for physical, social, and 
intellectual needs ind comforts.”’ 

Theodore Schroeder, the Salt Lake lawyer, 
who helped to oust Brigham H. Roberts from 
congress, who since has come to New York, 
said: 

“When higher education prevails, there will 
be installed in every high school, normal 
school, and university a department of in- 
struction for future fathers and mothers. 
Laws should be passed making it permissi- 
ble to prevent motherhood if economic con- 
ditions make livelihood for the child exceed- 
ingly doubtful.” 


Attitude on Motherhood Wrong. 

Ee. C. Walker, president of the club, sald 
bans on children: born out of ‘wedlock no 
longer are recognized by advanced thinkers. 

“We need increasing respect for our att!- 
tude toward motherhood,” he said. ‘“‘ While. 
society stands with the branding iron ready 
to stamp the scarlet letter upon a woman be- 
cause the sanction of a dissolute justice or 
bigoted clergyman has not been secured be- 
fore the period of motherhood, so long will 
there be children. abandoned because their 
parents are ashamed to acknowledge them. 

“It does not depend upon the legislature, 
but upon the quitkened conscience of men 
and women. Parenthood existed beforqlaws 
and institutions, and will survive them. 
When higher education has spread, as it now 
promises to do, there will be many proud 
fathers and free children.”

of state at 4:20 o'clock In the afternoon. 

James Cowle, secretary of state, imme- 
diately certified Gov. Peabody's resignation, 
and Lieut. Gov, MeDonald then was sworn 
in as governor by:Chief Justice Gabert. 
There was no further ceremony. 

Gov. Adams was ousted and Gov. Peabody 
installed by the general assembly at 5 
o'clock yesterday afternoon, end Gov. Mc- 
Donald was sworn in before 5 o'clock today. 
Thus, in lees than twenty-four hours Colo- 
rado has had three governors. ; 

Gov. Peabody received many callers who 
urged him not to resign, and also many mes- 
sages of the same import. To all these he 
replied he did not care to hold the chair. He 
said he was tired of the worry and excitement 
of his contest, and wished to go back to his 
bank in Cafion City. A half dozen members 
of the national guard patrolled about the

Candidate and His Wife in Car- 
riage Collision in Boulevard. 


SHE INJURED; HEUNSCATHED 
Accident Occurs While They Are on 
to Irish Fellowship Banquet. 


Judge and Mrs. Edward F. Dunne, @riving 
in a two horse brougham to the Auditorium, 
where they were to attend the Irish Feflow- 
ship banquet last night, encountered a run- 
away—and the judge, unscathed, was still 
a candidate for mayor of Chicago on the 
democratic tickét. ‘His wife was less for- 
tunate and was cut about the face by broken, 
giass. 

The accident occurred at 7:30 o'clock, when 


Lincoln Park boulevard, had passed Chi- 
cago ayenue. The runaway horses, be- 
longing to Liveryman James Martin, were 
going northward, and had unseated their 
driver, Frank Scammon, in turning the cor- 
ner at Superior street. 


Tries to Avert Collision. 

Coachman Charles Foley, driving for the 
Dunnes, heard the cries of Scammon, as, still 
grasping the lines, he was dragged at the 
heels of the runaways, and attempted to 
avert the impending collision by turning his 
horses sharply to the right side of the road- 
way. A moment later, Scammon having re- 
leased his hold on the lines, the frightened 
horses struck the brougham and were. 
brought to their haunches. 

The tongue of the carriage to which the 
runaway team were hitched crashed through 
the glass window on the left side of the 
brougham and struck the ceiling of the 
vehicle, just above the heads of the occu- 


pants. 
Mrs. Dunne Faints. ~ 

Mrs. Dunne, bleeding from gashes about 
the face caused by the flying glass, fainted 
and was carried unconscious by her husband 
and Dr. Arthur Elliott, residing near by, 
into the home of E. H. Roche, a friend of the 
Dunnes, residing at 134 Lincoln Park boule- 
vard. She recovered consciousness so00n 
afterward, but elected to remain at the 
Roche residence during the remainder of the 
evening. 

Judge Dunne and the other occupants of 
the brougham, Daniel P. Murphy, an attor+ 
ney at 100 Washington street, and Mrs. Mur- 
phy, both of whom had been injured slightly 
by the flying glass, proceeded to the banquet 
in another carriage. 

Passers by extricated the two teams from 
a tangle of broken harness. One of the run- 
away horses had broken 4 leg. it was shot 
by a policeman summoned from the Chicago 
avenue station. 

Coachman Foley had been hurled from his 
seat to the street at the moment of the col- 
lision. He was bruised about the head and 
back, and probably sustained internai in- 


juries.

The war office greatly fears that more 


of the siege and field guns which Kouropat- 
kin managed’ to save at Mukden have been 
sacrificed in the hurried flight from Tie 
pass. The question of ammunition and food 
is also vital, as it is known that the Russians 
were compelled to burn further stores at Tie 
pass, where the commissariat was only be- 
ginning to feed the half famished troops 
when the new retreat was ordered. 


Gen. Linevitch, however, will have a con- 


siderable accession of fresh troops in a day 
or two, the fourth European corps being 
now at Harbin and departing southward. 
Military officials here declare that there are 
now 268,000 men at Gen. Linevitch’s disposal 
in Manchuria, and it is believed that this 
force will be sufficient to cause the Japanese 
to exercise greater caution in their pursuit. 


Kouropatkin’s Fall Inevitable. 
Although Gen. Kouropatkin's downfall was 


inevitable from a military standpoint, it 
arouses sympathy in circles familiar wth 
the long campaign that has been waged 
against him by the general staf. Gen. 
Sakharoff, the minister of war, was bis open 
enemy, and Gen. Dragomiroff his most se- 
vere critic, and many of his own subordinates 
were jealous and grudgingly obedient. Many 
epigrams about Gen. Kouropatkin's short- 
comings are being attributed to Gen. Drago- 
miroff, and the supercession of the former 
at euch a critical moment ts directly attrib- 
uted to Dragomiroff's advice. 


The word Disgrace” is written in large 


letters in the laconic imperial order dis- 
missing and recalling Gen. Kouropatkin. The 
order contains not a single word of praise. 
Russia’s military annals record no more bit- 
ter rebuke. 


The necessity for Kouropatkin’s recall be-

The protests against the location of the 
new Armory police station in Michigan ave- 
nue have prevailed, and another sfte has 
been chosen. The finance committee of the 
council, at its meeting yesterday, voted to 
buy for $120,000 a piece of land on the east 
side of State street, just south of Harmon 
court, on which the station is to be built. 

This site is 120 feet front by 139 feet in 
depth, running back to a twenty-two foot 
alley under the elevated road. It is occu- 
pied now by a few “tumble down ”’ frame 


buildings.

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COLLEGE ATHLETICS BAD, 
SAYS UNIVERSITY DOCTOR. 


Dr. L. F. Barker Urges Less Violent 
Sports in Address in Junior College 


That the tendency of modern athletics 
in colleges is bad, both in a physical and In 
a mental sense, was the statement made by 
Dr. Léwellys F. Barker of the University of 
Chicago medical department in an address 
at the junior college class exercises in Man- 
del hall yesterday morning. 

‘“‘Modern athletics excludes all but the 
exceptional men from taking part in college 
sports,”’ he said, ‘‘and deprives those who 
do participate of much of their education, in 
addition to sending them out in the world 
often badly maimed and with enlarged 
hearts. Rest in the open air is far better for 
the tired brain than is vigorous exercise.” 

The subject of Dr. Barker’s address was 
“How to Live Long and Be Happy.” In 
place of the more violent of college sports, he 
advocated enthusiasm in “ games in which 
all can join, especially golf, tennis, and others 
like them.” 

Forty-one students took their associate 
degrees from the juntor colleges and became 
members of the senior body of students of 
the university. Dean Clarence F. Castle of 
the junior colleges, in his report for the quar- 
ter, announced that the total registration for 
the two lower classes of the university num- 
bered 647, an increase of forty-eight over 
last year, Of this number 348 were men and 
299 women.

A DUTY ON COFFEE. 

The “Spartan economy” of the last session 
is distasteful to congressmen. It interferes 
with the passage of ‘bills for the erection of 
public buildings. They wish to increase the 
revenues of the government so that there 
may be more money availabie for unnces- 
sary purposes, and they are considering 
what new tax shall be imposed to swell the 
revenues. 

According to the Washington dispatches 
the “leaders” think favorably of the im- 
position of a small duty on coffee. It is sug- 
gested with that regard for the welfare of 
the insular possessions congressmen con- 
stantly display that coffee raised in them 
might be admitted free, while all other coffee 
was taxed, thus aiding the Porto Ricans and 
giving the Filipinos an opportunity to go 
heavily into the cultivation of coffee. This 
is a feeler, thrown out to find what the peo- 
ple think of a tax on coffee. 

A small duty on it would produce consid- 
erable revenue. The imports last year ag-. 
gtregated’ 1,112,700,000 pounds. A duty of 
a cent a pound would have brought in $11,- 
127,000, The average contribution of every 
American would have been about 13 cents. 
The money thus obtained would have cov- | 
ered the cost of construction of a number of 
small postoffice buildings. Congressmen say 
that the people want these “ public improve- 
ments.” Whether they are willing to pay a 
duty on coffee to get them is not so certain. 

The “ leaders ” are quoted as saying that 
there would be popular objection to the re- 
enactment of some of the stamp taxes of the 
Spanish war. If this be so the coffee tax, 
which will affect a larger number of.persons, 
will not be popular. 

There are other methods of increasing the 
reyenues than by devising new taxes or rais- 
ing old ones. It is possible to get revenue 
by lowering duties which are prohibitory or 
nearly so. A hint that this was the policy

would meet with a warmer popular welcome 


than the suggestion that coffee be taxed for 


the benefit of Porto Ricans, Filipinos, and 
congressmen who want postoffice buildings 
for their home towns. 

Is this news from Washington a delicate 
intimation that the only revision of the tariff 
contemplated by: the “leaders ” in congress 
is one. taking caffee and perhaps some other 
articles off the free list, while the excessive 
duties on certain manufactured goods are 
not to be changed? 


KOUROPATKIN,

other until no point was left where he could 
make a stand until he got to Harbin. No 
hope of retrievifig his misfortunes was left 
to him, and he may be more than pleased to

“Mili- 
tary men will not reach a verdict in hisicase 
until it is known to what extent he had a 
free hand and therefore was entirely» re- 
sponsible -for the misfortunes of the cam- 
paign. It has been said that Kouropatkin 
was interfered with by Alexieff so long a 
the viceroy retained any authority. ‘It has 
been said that when the general left St. 
Petersburg he was told he should have 
everything he asked for, but that it was 
with the greatest difficulty he could get some 
of his requisitions filled. 

It .is not. known to. what extent Kouro- 
patkin’s movements were controlled by per- 
emptory orders from St.: Petersburg. The

Is no difference admitted be- 
tween the Venus de Milo and an adding 
machine? Certainly there is. The justifi- 
cation of the Venus de Milo is beauty. 
Beauty is an end in itself. The adding 
machine is not an end in itself. It exists in 
order that it may assist us to wrench our 
food and drink from Nature. No one would 
try to put it on the same plane with the 
Venus de Milo. But it would be equally 
foolish to deny to the adding machine a 
niche in the temple of imaginative, ideal- 
istic progress. 

Business used to be called “trade.” 
Then it began to be called a science. It 
may be questioned now whether it is not 
really a profession. When all the mechan- 
ical and administrative developments of 
business are kept in mind it becomes per- 
fectly clear that business today is demand- 
ing qualities which far transcend mere cu

The university, for in- 
stance, begins to recognize economic life 
and to get into touch with it, while simul- 
taneously economic life shows a greater and 
greater infusion of pure intellect. 

But now arises the paradox. If the office 
appliances exposition is a direct play of im- 
agination, it‘is also a display of routine. 


Every magical Aladdin's lamp demands 
its jinns who shall appear and do its work 
for it when it is rubbed. The machine 
which counts has to have its keys pressed. 
And it has to be oiled. Whatever imagination 
there is in it ceases when it begins to be 
operated. The act of pressing the keys is 
routine labor if a far more acute sense 
than the act of adding up q column of fig- 
ures. Every labor-saving device, generally 
speaking, means an act of imagination for 
its creation and an act of routine for its 
operation. A visit to any large office will 
whow imagination and routine going for- 
ward hand in hand. | 

This is a world of balances and compen- 
sations. ‘If the balance of imagination is 
routine, the balance of routine and monot- 
ony has been the contraction of the hours 
of labor and the expansion of the hours of 
leisure. And more leisure means more liv- 
ing. The most ardent admirer of the Venus 
de Milo should look. upon 
chine with some tolerance.

LETTER OF MARQUISE DE FONTENOY

F the onge illustrious and historic name 
of Go akoff, borne by Prince Alexan- 
der, the great chancellor of the Russian 
empire during the reign of Alexander IL. 
by Prince Pe the ‘field marshal of 

the Crimean war, and by Prince Michael, the 
able viceroy of Poland, has disappeared from 
the Almanach de Gotha, it is largely owing to 
the diagrace brought upoh it by the Princess 
vMantine Gortchakoff, whose stormy life 
has just been brought to a close at Monte 
Carlo through .c@nsumption. True, her 
brother-in-law; the late Prince Michael Alex- 
androvitch, contributed in a measure to. drag 
the name in the mud, and indebted for his 
post as Russian envoy in Switzerland and in 
Spain to the power and prestige of his father, 
the chancellor, conducted himself in both 
those countries in such a fashion that none 
of his colleagues of the dipl tic corps was 
willing to shake hands with him, But the one 
who of all the family was the cause of the 
most scandal was his brother Constantineg’s 
wife, Marie Stourdza, deughter of tit 
Michael Stourdza who was one of the most 
rapacious of all those hospodars.or Chris- 
tian governors of what is now Roumania 
during the time when it was still subject to 
Turkish govereignty. Some faint notion of 
the career of the late Princess Constantine 
Gortchakoff may be gathered from the facts 
thatshe has been charged in court with the 
crimes of robbing her mother’s corpse, of de- 
frauding her brother, Gregory Stourdza,; the 
Roumanian gene and statesman; with 
conspiracy, perjury, and heaven knows what 
ali besides. 

From the outset of her married life the 

bonds of matrimony proved exceedingly gall- 
ing to her, and she determined to rid herself 
of them at the earliest opportunity after the 
death of her father-in-law; the chancellor of 
the empire, whom she stood in great 
dread. Within a few months after his de- 
mise, and with the avowed object of provok- 
ing her husband to demand a divorce, she 
associated herself with an Englishman of 
menial antecedents and traveled all. over 
Europe in his company under her own name, 
creating a great scandal everywhere.. Neith- 
er this nor other provocations of a similar 
nature were, however, successful in driving 
her husband to sue fora divorce. In fact, the 
more she displayed anxiety te secure the dis- 
solution of her marriage, the less inclination 
did the prince show to meet her views in the 
matter. In despair at her failure she actu- 
ally went to the length of lodging petitions 
against him at. St. Petersburg and Buchar- 
est, on the ground that the only charges 
which she was able to bring against the 
prince did not furnish sufficient cause for 
decreeing the dissolution of the marriage. 
At Stamboul, however, she was more suc- 
cessful, and by dint of enormous bribes was 
able to induce the orthodox patriarch at Con- 
stantinople to pronounce the annulment of 
her union with Prince Constantine Gortcha- 
koff. It is needless to add that the decree in 
question was treated as entirely invalid, both 
in Russia and Roumania, the synod of the 
Bosphorous having no legal competence to 
deal with the case. |

A few years later her the widow 
of the hospodar, died at Baden-Baden, leav- 
ing property valued a few weeks prior to her 
demise at the colossal sum of $18,000,000. The 
only member of the family with her at the 
time of her death was her daughter, the 
Princess Gortchakoff. It was well known 
tou the family that the old lady was in the 
habit of wearing day and night a soft leather 
belt strapped round her body, containing her 
most valuable securities, precious stones, 
and title deeds. That this belt was there in 
its place at the moment of her death is shown 
by the sworn evidence of the two sisters of 
mercy who tended her througtiout her last 
iliness. During the night which followed the 
death of the aged princess no one had access 
to the room in which the corpse lay except 
her daughter, Mme. de Gortchakoff, and on 
the next day when the remains were placed 
jn the coffin the sisters of mercy noticed that 
the belt had disappeared. 

Nor was this all, for it subsequently ap- 
peared that at the moment when the death 
agony commenced Mme. de Gortchakoff had 
dispatched a telegram to Paris summoning 
a remarkably clever locksmith of the name 
of Landry, who was known to havedesigned 
the locks of the four steel safes in which the 
old princess had hoarded all such of her 
valuables as she was unable to get into her 
leather belt. Landry arrived a few hours 
after the death, and spent a greater part 
of the night with Mme. de Gortchakoff in 
picking the locks of the safes, the keys to 
which had been so carefully hidden away 
by the old lady that it was impossible to 
find them, the duplicates being in the hands 
of her lawyers. When at length the local 
authorities presented themselves at the villa 
to make the duly prescribed inventory of the 
property left by the deceased, her legal rep- 
resentatives discovered that over $14,000,000, 
as well as all the jewels, had disappeared. 
On being notified of the fact Mme, de Gort- 
chakoff’s brother commenced proceedings 
against his sister for the purpose of punish- 
ing her for her violation of the laws by 
seizing her mother’s jewels and property, 
and also with the object of compelling her 
to disgorge the proceede of what he termed 
to be her ghoulish robbery of her mother’s 
corpse. 

Besides the two sisters of mercy there were 
three other witnesses of Mme. de Gortcha- 
koff’s cold blooded dishonesty on the night of 
her mother’s death. They were her own 
maid, the confidential maid of the old prin- 
cess, and the latter’s house steward. Mme. 
de Gortchakoff, of course, took her mother’s 
two retainers into her employ and rewarded 
them handsomely. When, however, she 
found that they had been cited to appear and 
give evidence in the proceedings brought by 
a Gregory Stourdza against her, she took 
them off; with her to Germany. On reaching 
Frankfort she suddenly caused their arrest 
by the German police on charges of having 
stolen her jewels, and, as the gems which 
she had given them to insure their silence 
were found .in their possession, the case 
looked black against them. In fact, it was 
not until many months had passed that they 
were able to succeed in proving their inno- 
cence and in recovering their liberty. Mean- 
while the trial of-the princess in the French 
courts had been adjourned, owing to the ab- 
sence of these important witnesses, who, 
on returning to France, initiated on their 
own account proceedings for conspiracy and 
false imprisonment against her. 

There were algo accusations of perjury and 
even of forgery. In fact, for a number of 
years the courts In France, Germany, and 
Roumania were busy dealing with.all these 
many charges laid at the door of the prin- 
cess, whose great name, a8 well as her vast 
wealth, enabled her to escape any such in- 
dignity as imprisonment. Eventually the 
matters were settled by means of a com- 
promise, and, although the Russian great 
world always remained aloof from the prin- 
cess, yet her mansion in the rue de Varennes, 
in the Faubourg St. Germain at Paris, and 
her villa at Nice were the scene of many 
splendid fétes, to which not only foreigners 
but also many of the leaders of the Frerich 
great world would flock. The princess had 
quite a large circl@6f American friends among 
the cosmopolitan*colony on the banks of the 
Seine, and, aside from her moral eccentrici- 
ties, was a brilliant and original woman, 
whose delinquencies were, perhaps, more at- 
tributable to nationality and to heredity than 
to any actual viciousness. 

She leaves three children, one of them a 
son, Prince Alexander Gortchakoff, now 30 
years of age,.who has so far shown no signs 
of endeavoring to revive the grandeur of his 
family, of which he is the chief—a family 
which is descended in an unbroken line from 
Rurik, the first grand duke of Russia and 
founder of the Muscovite monarchy in 870. 
Among the ancestors of the Gortchakoffs are 
St. Viadimir and St. Michael of Tchernigoff. 
The other Princes Gortchakoff now living are 
descended from the great chancellor’s cou- 
sins, and include Prince Sergius Basilowitch, 
Prince Sergius Demetrowitch, and Prince 
Peter Demetrowitch. But none of them has 
thus far achieved distinction or given any In-

Young People’s Program. 

Blessed be Youth! That joyous morn whose 
ever-renewing dawn keeps the gray of this 
workaday world at all times tinged with rose. 
That buoyant spirit which makes all romance, 
all poetry, and all love possible, which fronts 
material facts with fair ideals, which sees 
the beautiful and the agreeable in every- 
thing it contacts and overlooks the common 
and the mean, and which, with its inexhausti- 
ble vital strength, keeps ever fresh and ever 
live this strange old earth of ours. 

The years bring us wisdom and experience, 
and wisdom and experience often seem to 
mean little more’ than the losing of all illu- 
sions, of all ideals, and of much of faith.

MAN DOOMED TO EXTINCTION; | 
BIRD MAY DOMINATE WORLD: 


Man is dasmed to extinction. The creature 
that now dominates the globe, which rules 
over the so-called lower animals, which calls 
himself the favored of the Creator, is going 
to die out. Andin his place some other crea- 
ture, perhaps some other mammal, perhaps 
a fish, but more likely than either a bird, is 
going to dominate the world. This is the 
speculative theory” that is advanced by 
Prof. Samuel Williston, professor of paleon- 
tology at the University of Chicago. 

“If life continues long enough,”’ says Prof. 
Williston, ‘‘and the earth continues long 
enough, it is probable that in a few millions 
of years the dominating type will be one that 
has had its origin in some type now compara- 
tively low in the list of living-organisms.”’ 

The theory, which has startled not only 
the pupils of the professor but other learned 
men at the south side institution, is based 
on the present extreme state of development 
of the human species. 

“Man is already highly specialized,” says 
the professor. “He has reached that stage 

where, sooner or later, advancement must 
“cease. He cannot change his nature. He 
cannot grow wings or fins like the birds or 
the fishes. Being unable to change, he must 
in time become extinct.”’ 

The discoveries of; science show that in 
times past different animals have been the 
dominant creatures on the¢carth. The find- 
ing of skeletons of giant creutures now ex- 
tinct that in their age were ali pewerful, he 
says, bears out his theory. At the times 
when the mammoth and mastodon overcame 
the smaller creatures of the earth they dom- 
inated the world. They graduaily developed, 
or became more highly specialized, until they 
had reached the height ct development. 
Then, when they could advance no further, 
they gave way before the movement of a 
stronger race of animals and finally became 
extinct.

Fire Capt. McDonough Inspects Several 
More Blocks and Sees Defects in All— 
Church Corner “in Bad Shape.”’ 


The investigation of fire protection ap- 
pliances in downtown office buildings was 
continued yesterday by Fire Capt. Mc- 
Donough. The Western Methodist Book Con- 
cern, 57 Washington street; the First Meth- 
odist church block, the Fitst National bank, 
and New York Life building were visited. 

In each of these structures, according to 
McDonough’'s report to Chief Campion, the 
ordinance is violated In one or more partic- 


ulars. 

~ The only fire escape in the Methodist Book 
Concern building, according to the report, is 
at the rear and can be reached only in a 


} roundabout way through offices. On one 


floor the entrance to the fire escape was 
obstructed by a long table. In the basement 
buckets marked “fire’’ were found to be 
empty. 

The first National Bank building was re- 
ported to be devoid of fire escapes, but the 
building is not completed and escapes have 
been ordered, according to the management. 

Outside standpipes on two of the four fire 
escapes of the New York Life building were 
reported to be useless because the ‘‘siamese”’ 
couplings had been battered in such a way 
that the fire department could not make a 
hose corinection. There was no inside stand- 
pipe. , M. McCormick, the superintendent, 
said t one had beeg ordered installed. 

Three water buckets, one without water, 
were the only means for extinguishing fire 
found in the First Methodist church build- 


ing. 

‘This building is in pretty bad shape,” 
Capt. McDonough declared after the inspec- 
tion. “ There are a large number of people 
employed in the building, and in case of a 
fire they would have difficulty in reaching 
the fire escapes. There ought to be an- 
other standpipe in the court and another 
fire escape, and there should be more facili- 
ties for fighting fire. The construction of 
the building is bad, and it is an old-struc-

| HONEKER’S “ ICONDCLASTS,” | 


Reviewed by Jeannette L. Gilder, Editor of the 
Critic. 
R. JAMES HUNEKER has the cour- 
age of his reputation. This reputa- 
tion was largely made as a jour- 
nalist, Curiously enough, while 
music was his specialty, he was prin- 
cipally a dramatic ecriti¢. But it was his 
musical criticisms that first attracted at- 
tention, not only because of the way they 
were written but because of the knowledge 
of music that they showed in every line. 
Apparently Mr. Huneker prefers to write 
about the drama, and it was as a dramatic 
critic that be went to the Sun. There, hav- 
ing increased his reputation through the 
publication of four or five books, he re- 
signed from journalism, and now devotes 
himself entirely to writing for magazines 
and to the making of books. Some time next 
week Messrs, Scribner, who have been Mr. 
Huneker’s publishers from the start, will 
bring out “Iconeclastse—A Book of Dra- 
matists,’’ which tneludes Mr. Huneker’s opin- 
ion of Ibsen, Strindberg, Becqué, Haupt- 
mann, Sudermahn, Hervieu, Korky, Duse 
and @Annunzio, Maeterlinck, and Bernard 
Shaw. With such a group as this, and Mr. 
Huneker to discuss it, we may expect 
some interesting reading, and we will not 
be disappointed. He begins with Ibsen and 
ends with Maeterlinck. To Ibsen alone he 
gives 138 pages, which ie a large proportion 
of. the book. Mr. Huneker admires Ibsen, 
whom he describés as “a voice crying 
in the wilderness of shams—shams social, 
the shams of sentiment, of money get- 
ting. And he sometimes fails to discrim- 
inate the sheep and goats, tweaking the 
foolish, self-satisfied noses of the former 
so sadly, that he has been accused of mixing 
his moral values. But, like Tennyson, he 
knows that there is ofter honest faith tn 
doubt. His words and works may be com- 
pared to that serpent of brass erected by 
Moses in the midst of his ailing nation, 
which was at once a symbol and a prophy- 
lactic.” ‘ 


* 


Bernard Shaw is naturally a subject right 


with him, At the end of his criticism Mr. 
Huneker refers to a short interview he had 
with Shaw. He was standing at the corner 
of a street when Mr. Huneker accosted him. 
The dramatist warned the critic “in grave 
accenta and a twinkling Celtic eye never 
again to describe him as‘ benevolent.’” * 

As to Mr. Shaw's appearance, he remarks 
that he “ still looks as if a half-raw beef- 
steak and a mug of Bass would do him a 
world of good. But who can tell? He might 
then lose some of hjs effervescence—that qual- 
ity of humor so happily described by Edmund 
Gosse when he spoke of the vegetable spirits 
of George Bernard Shaw." 

Mr. Huneker thinks there is nothing for 
Mr. Shaw to do but to “ visit America, lecture, 
and become rich. It is the logical conclusion 
of his impromptu career, for it was first in 
America that the Shaw and plays were 
successful and appreciated; the plays largely 
because of the bold efforts of Arnold Daly 
and Winchell Smith, two young dramatic 
revolutionists. And Mr. Shaw may redis- 
cover America for the Americans!”’ 

Mr. Huneker arrays himself with “a small 
band of admirable lunatics,’ who saw Duse 
when she first came to New York in 1893, “ as 
a symbol rather t as an actress.”” Some 
of he asserts, and I count myself with 
he healt *“‘ went to fanstastic lengths in our 
devotion. She was our lady of evil, one of 
Baudelaire’s enigmatic women; Mater Ma- 
lorium, a figure out of De Quincey’s opium 
stained dreams; she was not only superior to 
Sarah of the Sardou , but the true 
successor to Rachel.” 

In speaking of Maeterlinck, Mr. Huneker 
says that there is ‘“‘ no denying the fact that 
at one time Maeterlinck meant for most peo- 
ple a crazy crow masquerading in tail feath- 
ers plucked from the swan of Avon.” And 
so he does today, I imagine, as far as his 
earlier plays go. But the Maeterlinck of 
'“ Monna Vanna ” of “ The Life of the Bee.”’ 
of “ Wisdom and Destiny,”’'* The Buried 
Temple,” The Treasure of the Lowly,” is 
not the Maeterlinck of those weird strange 
plays that he wrote before he found himself 
or before the public found him. 

Mr. Huneker has aptly named the group of 
men and women of whom he writes in his 
book ‘‘ iconoclasts,’’ for this they surely are, 
as Beethoven was an iconoclast tn his day 
and Wagner in ours. | 


In the course of a week or so Messrs. Put- 
nam will publish “THE ROMANCE OF 
VICTOR HUGO AND JULIETTE DROU- 
ET,” by Mr, Henry Wellington Wack, with 
an introduction by Frantois Coppée. Be- 
sides M. Coppée’s introduction Mr. Wack tells 
the story of the finding of these letters, and 
aleo defends their publication, which has 
been criticised in advance in some quarters, 
But as Victor Hugo’s family have not hesi- 
tated to publish other of his love letters, 
written by him, I can hardly see the ob- 
jection to publishing those written to him, 
If you want to argue that nobody’s love let- 
ters should be published I will not take sides 
againet you, but as long as some are pub- 
lished it is difficult to know just where to 
draw the line. 

In a pilgrimage to Guernsey, which is so 
closely identified with Hugo, Mr. Wack came 
across these letters. The house where the 
poet lived is described as “a Hugo shrine, 
and is to Frenchmen ali that Abbotsford is 
to Scotsmen, with, for some, an additional 
political interest.” The house, with its treas- 
ures, as described by Mr. Wack, is certainly 
worth a pilgrimage to Guernsey, aside from 
its literary interest. The story is current in 
Guernsey, Mr. Wack tells us, that the poet 
was in the habit of taking his bath on the 
roof of Hauteville house in fall view of any- 
body who had risen early emough to see the 
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sight. In answer to inquiries on this sub- 
ject Mr. Thomas Gore wrote to him: . 
“ Victor Hugo slept in an attic, not a com- 
fortabie room or bed, simply a few boards 
a few inches off the floor. He uged to bathe 
bimseif standing in a tub of water on the 
roof near the rain gutter. Winter and sum- 
mer, even, when it was freezing, I have seen 
him there, often as late as 9 o’clock.”’ 
Hugo's manuscripts, journals, letters, and 
the like seem to have fallen into strange 
hands, for even Mr. Swinburne, after exam- 
ining his journal and a thousand letters, more 
or lees, which had been resc#ed from a local 
junk dealer, declared that they were of no 
interest to collectors. But M. Usanne thought 
differently, and gave them to an apprecia- 
tive world, After the search for more manu- 
scripts that the finding of these set on foot, 
it ia curious that when Mr. Wack came 
along he should have found so valuable a 
treasure trove as these letters of Mme, 
Drouet to Hugo. 


Hugo seems to have béen a devoted hus- 
band, and. yet, like the man in Eden Phill- 
potts’ “Secret Woman,” he found it possi- 
ble to love two women genuinely at the same 
‘time. Mme. Drouet was an actress in a 
French theater when Hugo, at the age of 
31, fell in love with her, and from that time 
on she remained his mistress. That she was 
witty as well as devoted will be seen by the 
letters that are here published. They begin 
in 1836. How thoroughly’French is this: 

-* Enjoy your succese this evening, my Vic- 
tor, your beauty, your genius, and be happy 
with your delightful family. I will be proud 
amd happy myself provided amid all this you 
do not forget me. 

“TI saw M. Vilain for a moment this even- 
ing. I will tell you what he dares not ask for 
from you, what I promised I would ask for 
on his behalf, and what I know you will 
grant with your usual kindness. I mean a 
Mttle note to M. Cavillier to thank him for 
his goodmese to M. Vilain. It seeme that M. 
Cavillier would be so proud and grateful 
that it would fall ike abundant dew in good 
services on M. Vilain, who, poor fellow, is 


me aiso great pleasure personally, as it 
would be another way of repaying him for 
his good and pious intention as regards my 
poor daughter. However, if you see in ft the 
slightest objection as regarde your dignity 
let me know and I will not press you any 
further. Abote all, I do not wish to impor- 
tune or compromise you. I only want to love 
you to my last sigh.”’ 


Only a Frenchwoman, I think, could so 
willingly share her lover with his family. 

Here is another letter which has the pas- 
sionate as well as the practical side of the 
French nature: 

“My heart is full of you, my beloved! I 
caymot go to bed without. telling you of all 
the foolish, tender feelings that pass through 
my mind. Your smile awakens my love as 
the sunshine opens the flowers. Now my / 
soul is like a bouquet of which your thought 
is the perfume. This is silly, lke all I say, 
but that does not stop me I am delirious 
with love, like others with fever., But this 
‘Gelirium is not painful but pleasant to me and 
I try to prolong it as long as possible. I am 
convinced I siiall win the 12,000 francs, and 
so tomorrow I shall inquire the price of the 
lanterns. I will give them to you as I prom- 
ised, as I will show you when I have received 
my 12,000 francés. | 

*“ Meanwhile, you might lend me 5 francs 
to buy my cornet, as then I shall be certain 
of not missing my 12,000 francs. Im your 
own interest, of course, you ought to lend 
me this miserable sum of 100 sous. Come. 
Fold a little courage with your pocket, and 
the lanterns and the buffets are yours as a 
sign of my 

There is nothing more in these letters than 
expressions of Juliette’s love for her Victor. 
They do not speak of peoplk, or of the thea- 
ter, or of anything, but simply of her love 
for him. And as love letters and nothing 
more they are models. Hugo's letters to 
Mme. Drouet dlready have been published, 
though in his there is as much about other 
things az about love. But hers are love 
letters pure and simple.

Talks to Young People by Charles Wag- 


ner. 


While the sun of American popularity 
shines Pastor Wagner continues wisely to 
make hay. Books large and small roll from ‘ 
his pen and are eagerly read. The latest is 
“ON LIFE’S THRESHOLD,” “talks to 
young people on character and conduct” 
(McClure, Phillips & Co., New York), and 
the talks and their title might have been the 
product of Mr. Hillis, Margaret Sangster, 
Hamilton W. Mabie, or Mr. Van Dyke. 

The *‘ talks ** are dedicated “ to the school 
children.of America and their teachers.’’ He 
says of the former: ‘ Daily you heard of the 


us in what degree we must love one an- 
other.” The good pastor certainly did not 
hear ‘these words in Chicago, where the- 
schools are more secularized than they are 
in France. But perhaps for that reason 
his book will bring much that is new to 
American school children. Discussing life 
and its source, God, and our means of know- 
ing him, he tries to tell where we come from; 
writing of character and the conditions of 
human life, our foes and our allies, he tries 
to tell who we are; speaking of the laws of 
life, the individual man and his law and 
society and its law, he attempts to show what 
we are to.do; and, finally, in speculating on 
death and eternal life, he guesses at where 
we are going 

There is much that is trite and obvious in 
the book, even for young people, but it is the 
saying of the trite and the obvious that has 
made Pastor Wagner famous. But he is 
honest and clean hearted, he is honest and 
naif, and these are good traits even for a 
teacher of ethics.

inevitableness is a characteristic of the whole 
novel. The characters are the creatures of 
fatality. The device is an ancient one, and 
there are authors who are able to use this as 
& great and convincing dramatic force. Mrs. 
Ward has not handled the idea with great 
power, and the result is that she herself 
seems: to be the god from the machine, and 
the reader feels a certain sympathy with the 
characters, which seem unable to escape 
fttrom the net which sbe spreads for them. 

The forced coincidences to which reference 
has been made increase this effect. 


Lady Kitty Bristol, the ‘wife of William 
Ashe, has a grudge against the world; and 
yet, by a perfectly consistent paradox, she 
is intoxicated with life. “There has been mad- 
ness in her family for generations—madness 
and willfulness and sin. She is not hersetf 
inclined toward sin, but she has an avid pas- 
sion for emotions. A fearful eagerness im- 
pels her to do the most unrefiecting things. 
Her wit glances like a foil in the hands of 
an expert. Her moods are,as the responsive 
‘Weather vane. A wild insolence combines 
with the swift passions of her heart to make 
her formidable. Yet she is tender, beautiful, 
caressing, utterly feminine, irresistible; lur- 

“TI remember saying to you,” she once 
cries to her husband, “ that sometimes my 
brain was on fire. I seem to be always in a 
hurry—in a desperate, desperate hurry! te 
know or feel something—while there is stil] 
time—before one dies. There is always a pas 
sion—always an effort. More life! more life! 
even if it lead to pain—and agony—and tears.” 

Among the mad ardors of her life was one 
for Geofrey Cliffe, a poet, traveler, hero, sin- 
ner, and braggart. He might have attained 
to a martyrdom by dying with the 
Bosnians in conflict with the Turks but for 
the discountenancing fact that after giving 
of his vigor and devotion to the Bosnian 
cause he was stabbed to death in Venice by 
the direction of a jealous Italian mistress of 
his, But this was not until he had wrecked 
the life of Lady Kitty and stolen the youth of 
William Ashe.. 

The deserted husband, however, making a 
| frantic search for his wife, whom he knows 
to be dying, hidden somewhere in Italy finds 
her at a mountain inn, and after all their 
pains and penalties—for they each had weak- 
nesses—she died in his arms. 

That is the story, as it is badly outlined. 
As it really is, it is the most human, warm, 
sympathetic piece of work that Mrs. Ward 
has ever done. The heroine of “ Lady 
Rose’s Daughter” never equaled in loveli- 
ness of in lovableness, poor, fated Kitty 
Ashe; nor did the hero of that book com- 
‘pare with William Ashe, whose energy and 
power, conserved for half his life, arose at 
the last, to enable him to play the man’s 
part in his generation, and amid his own 
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adificulties. The portrayal of the effect of 
| these two individuals upon each other has 
given the keenest artistic delight to Mrs. 
Ward. She has dealt with dt to an ex- 
haustive extent. The passion of these souls 
which were, so to speak, compounded in the 
crucible of fate, and which never attained 
to a solution, in spite of their passionate 
attempts, presents the history of married 
life as it is found today among the intel- 
lectual classes. These highly energized. 
minds, these carefully cultivated . tastes, 
these emphasized individualities, which, 
feeling the attraction of) sex stimulated and 
‘beautified by spiritual and mental devei- 
opmemt, unite only to learn of the essential 
and irremediable loneliness of the human 
soul, are tragedies of the time—a time when 
the primordial paSsions are passed by, ex- 
cept by the grosser sort. 

When Mrs. Ward sets about the painting 
of one of her pictures, she shows herself 
prodigal as to the size of her canvas, the | 
multiplicity. of her characters, the gorge- 
ousness of their trappings, and the high 
purpose of her theme. Like Disraeli, she 
finds politics, religion, society, and the whole 
rich comedy of upper life, the subjects most 
worthy of treatment. Like him, to, she 
draws many of her characters from life, 

Agnes Repplier was quick to announce, In 
this country—and abroad others have, no 
doubt, been as eager—that she had discov- 
ered the sources for the story and char- 
acter# of] ** The? Marriage of William Ashe.” 
But the dullest reader could not have long 
remained in ignorance’ ofthese sources of 
inspiration, for Mrs. ‘Ward, on several oc- 
casions, refers to Geofrey Cliffe, the poet 
and celebrity, as “ Byronic.” William Ashe 
is frankly compared to Lord Melbourne! The 
development of his character is shown by the 
author to bear a strong resemblance to 
that of Melbourne. Mrs. Ward describes 
her hero in this fashion: ‘“ Was it all a 
part of the genera! growth and concentration 
that any shrewd observer might have read 
in William Ashe?—the pressure—enormous, 
unseen—of the traditional English ideals, 
English standards, asserting itself at last 
in a brilliant and paradoxical nature? It 
had been so—conspicuously—inm the case of 
one of his political predecessors. Lord Mel- 
bourne had begun) his career as a person 
of idle habits and imprudent adventures, 
much given to coarse conversation, and una- 
ble to say the simplest thing without an 
oath. He ended it as a man of scrupulous 
dignity, tact, and delicacy, who molded the 
innocent youth of a girl queen to his own 
lasting honor and England’s gratitude... In 
ways less striking, the same influence of 
vast responsibilities was perhaps acting 
upon William Ashe. It had already made 
him tougher, sterner, andno doubt—a 
greater man.”
